To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Easton: 

The  total  enrollment  in  your  school  last  year  was  21  with 
an  average  membership  of  17.40  and  a  percentage  of  attend- 
ance of  93.65%.  There  were  only  7  cases  of  tardiness.  The 
percentage  of  attendance  was  slightly  better  than  that  for  the 
previous  year.  There  were  two  pupils  attending  Dow  Acad- 
emy and  one  attending  Bethlehem  High  School. 

The  enrollment  this  year  is  21  at  the  present  time.  There 
are  two  pupils  attending  Dow  Academy. 

Miss  Isabelle  Crawford  of  Medford,  Mass.,  replaced  Mrs. 
Josie  Bowles,  who  resigned.  Miss  Crawford  is  a  graduate  of 
Lowell  State  Teachers  College. 

The  new  revised  Elson-Gray  reading  has  been  continued 
through  the  second  grade  this  year.  New  arithmetics  and 
new  language  books  have  been  purchased  for  grades  seven 
and  eight  and  new  language  books  for  grades  five  and  six. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board  for  their 
cooperation  during  the   past  year.
